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Moscow’s 


W edding Palace 


A Moscow-datelined story said 
that the marriage of two young 
Communist factory workers in the 
former living 
room of what had 
been a noble 
* Man’s mansion, 
’ marked the open- 
s+ ing of Moscow's 
first “marriage 
palace.”’ 

“In Czarist 
days,”’ the report 
said, “the large 
room with ele- 

“ gant wood-pan- 
eled walls and glistening crystal 
chandeliers was the scene of par- 
ties for wealthy Muscovites. The 
wedding of Vladimir Morozov, 25 
years old, and Svetlena, 23, sig- 
naled the start of the states’ at- 
tempt to fit love into an organized 
Socialist system.” 


This is an important story in 
that it notes the triumph of the 
human spirit over the conforma- 
tive drabness of the totalitarian 
state. 


The “‘palace’’ was created out 
of necessity. Too many young 
Russians voiced dissatisfaction 
with marriages in the govern- 
ment’s registration offices. More 
and more of them began to turn 
to the dignified beauty of ritual 
as used in church weddings. 


During Mr. Richard Nixon’s visit | 
to Russia it was possible to aban- 
don some of the official schedule | 
and see both wedding services at | 
work. Each was impressive. 


Tradition 


To a Western man, familiar with 
the religious ceremony, there was 
nothing particularly unusual in 
looking on while a young couple 
was married in Moscow's Baptist 
church. The bride wore the tradi- 
tional veil. Rings were used. The 
bride was as calm and the groom 
as nervous as tradition demanded. 
There were prayers and, at the 
conclusion, friends kissed the 
bride. 


The church wedding, however, 
was tremendously moving because 


of an unseen background. In Rus- 
sia there is, technically, religious | 
freedom. One may become a/| 
church member if one wishes. But 
those who do are thereafter ex- 
cluded from any chance to ad-| 
vance in a career as_ teacher, 
engineer, scientist, writer, journal- 
ist, etc. They. will remain in a low 
Status, 
their lives. This, of course, acts 
as a powerful lever of blackmail 
Young people are ambitious. They 
want to get ahead. Relatively few 
will give up a chance at a career 
to become a “believer.” This. is 
why most of those in Russia’s 
churches are old persons. 


So, sitting with church congre- 
gations’ and, more. especially, 
watching a young couple be mar- 
ried, was a very emotional ex- 
perience—one which continues to 
come often to mind. They have 
made a difficult choice and a tre- 
mendous sacrifice to be public 
‘““helievers.””

Supreme Court Turns Down 
Tallahassee Sit-In Review 


WASHINGTON—The Supreme 
Court refused Monday to review 
the first case brought to it from 
the wave of sit-in demonstra- 


tions at lunch counters in the 
South. 


The eourt left standing the con- 
victions of eight Negro and four 
white students for sitting at the 
counter in a Woolworth’s. store

The Supreme Court now has pe- 
titions for review from 17 Negro 
students convicted in sit-in tests 
ir, Baton Rouge, La. Those cases 
were filed earlier than the Talla- 
hassee case but have not yet been 
acted on. 


The Tallahassee case began on 
Feb. 20 and March 12, 1960, when 
groups of Negro students sat at 
the Woolworth lunch counter and 
demanded service. That store 
serves Negroes in all departments 
except the lunch counter.

The history-making 1961 General Assembly ad- 


journed Monday at 5:07 p. 


m. after upsetting all the 


old political axioms that have ruled Georgia for many 


years. 


In its final hectic session, the House asked Geor- 
gia’s congressmen to vote for federal aid to education, 
set up its own study of legislative apportionment and 
the county unit system, and heard ringing praise from 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver. 


The vote to support federal aid 
to education, provided no strings 
in the form of integration decrees 
are attached, placed the exclama- 
tion point after the most excep- 
tional legislative session. 


DEBATE PASSED 


The support for a seven-member 
House committee to study appor- 
tionment and the unit system was 
so non-controversial in the House 
there was no debate on it. (Story 
of page 8). 


Noting the changes as he made 
traditional last-day appearances in 
the House and Senate, Vandiver 
said, “I see a stirring, moving 
Georgia that refuses to be stran- 


gled, impeded or held back by the 
ideas of the 20s as applied to the 
problems of the 60s.” 


Vandiver congratulated the Leg- 
islature for voting $300 pay raises 
to Georgia school teachers, for 
keeping the schools “‘open and 
operating,”” and for adopting the 
first new state appropriation bill 
since 1956. 


COURAGE PRAISED 


The Legislature has “tackled 
problems that appeared almost 
indissoluble, that staggered the 
imagination and threatened to 
stifle the state's future,’’ Vandiver 
said. 


He continued, ““You have gone 
about. solving them with that high 
degree of courage expected of men 
and gentlemen, with dispatch and 
with a gratifying. degree of unani- 
mity.”’ 

In the House, Vandiver was in- 
troduced with a minimum of 
words by House Speaker George 
L. Smith II. Lt. Gov. Garland 
Byrd said in the Senate introduc- 
tion that “this leadership has cap- 
tured the imagination of the peo- 
ple of Georgia.” 


Most legislators agreed there 
had not been a more memorable 
session. House Speaker Pro Tem 
Robert Scoggins caught the senti- 
ment when he said the major ac- 
complishment was “the transition 
to preserve our schools and the 
second biggest step was the study 
by the appropriations commit- 
tees.”’ 


The 99-45 vote in the House to 
approve a resolution by Reps. 
Mac Barber of Jackson and Henry 
Payton of Coweta calling for 
federal aid to education came as 
the Legislature closed a session 
which has been dominated largely 
by the search for funds to finance 
teacher pay raises. 


Before that vote, the House beat 
down a substitute resolution which 
would have asked the federal gov- 
ernment to relinquish federal tax 
sources for use by state and local 
government to finance the raises.

Weakened

A bill to curb drag racing on 
public roads got final legislative 
approval Monday.

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U.N. Pledges 
Congo Fight 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo (4}—The United Na- 
tions command warned Monday it will recapture the key 
port of Matadi from the Congolese army by force if ne- 
gotiations fail. A U.S. Navy task force sped toward the 
area to help the U.N. if needed. 


U.N. officials said privately | 
U.N, headquarters in New York 
had ordered a standstill in any 
military operations to retake Ma- 
tadi until 8 p.m. Tuesday at the 
earliest. A spokesman denied re- 
ports published abroad that Mo- 
roccan troops were marching on 
Matadi, pointing out that most 
Moroccans already have left the 
Congo. 


HUMILIATING DEFEAT 


In the most humiliating defeat 
the Congo mission has suffered, 
the 135 Sudanese soldiers garrison- 
ing Matadi laid down their arms 
Sunday after more than 24 hours 
of battling with rifles, machine 
guns and mortars with more than 
1,000 Congolese soldiers. 


Two Sudanese soldiers were 
killed, 13 were wounded and 12 
are missing. Congolese cCasual- 
ties were not known. 


Apparently angered by the at- 
tacks on Sudanese troops by ram- 
paging Congolese soldiers, Radio 
Khartoum announced Monday 
night that the Sudan will with- 
draw its contingent in the U.N. 
troop command. It had fewer 
than 400 Sudanese soldiers in the 
Congo. 


The defeat was a crushing blow 
to U.N. prestige at a time when 
Congolese forces appear itching 
for a showdown against the troops 
they accuse of seeking to disarm 
ihem.

CALLED COMPROMISE

2. Legislation designed to in- 
crease the legal minimum wage 
from $1 to $1.25 an hour neared 
completion. 


3. The Kennedy feed grains pro- 
gram was given right of way to 
the House floor. 


4. There was assurance of con- 
gressional consideration to federal 
assistance to needy children of 
unemployed parents. 


COMPENSATION PASSED 


The unemployment’ compensa- 
tion for the railroad workers was 
adopted to put their benefits into 
line with those of other workers. 
The rail program was separate 
from the general unemployment 
program. This would give the 
equal treatment. 


In the background were figures 
indicating that railroad employ- 
ment had dropped to a 70-year 
low at the end of January. Some 
127,000 rail workers applied for 
unemployment benefits and about 
20,000 had run out of benefit 
rights. 

A financing of the extension of 
benefits would be through an in- 
creased one-fourth of 1 per cent 
payroll tax on the railroads for 
two years starting next Jan. 1.

Tornado 
Kills 3 in 


Tennessee

Tornadoes—grim harbingers of 
spring—slashed through parts of 
the South and Midwest Monday, 
killing at least four persons, in- 
juring more than a dozen others 
and causing heavy property dam- 
age. 

Heavy snow plastered wide- 
spread areas north of the storm 
belt, closing scores of schools and 
tying traffic in knots in Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

A line of intense thunderstorms 
moved eastward over Ohio,. while 
a second batch boiled up over 
parts of Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi. 

The twisters hit in Indiana and 
Illinois. A severe thunderstorm 
struck in middle Tennessee. 


Whree persons perished in the 
wreckage of their collapsed 
home when winds of hurricane 
strength blasted the tiny com- 
munity of Freedonia, about W 
miles northwest of Nashville. 


The victims, who lived in ad- 
joining houses, were Flermon 
Randle, 60, and his wife, Emil, 
61, and Gerald Giles, 8 months: 
all Negroes. 


Then the storm struck again 
about 20 miles northeast, badly 
damaging two houses and un- 
roofing several barns. 


Swooping down just before day- 
break, violent winds demolished 
the Brada-Miller transportation 
truck terminal near Kokomo, Ind. 
The winds hurled a motor unit 
into a nearby home killing May- 
me Mansfield, 68. 


A rash of twisters and wind- 
storms struck at widespread 
points in Sétithern Illinois causing 
considerable damage, but only 
two minor injuries were reported. 


Hardest hit points in Illinois 
were Litchfield, Jerseyville and 
Effingham. A gas station was 
smashed and an outdoor theater 
screen flattened near Effingham.

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Assembly Adjourns 
On a Hopeful Note 


Gov. Vandiver’s final message to the 
General Assembly before adjournment 
yesterday anticipates a new day in Geor- 
gia politics which this session saw begin 
to unfold. Certainly the free and easy de- 
bate about the real issue of the state’s fu- 
ture was an encouraging phenomenon. 


In this legislature, the governor de- 
clared, “I see a stirring, moving Georgia 
that refuses to be strangled, impeded or 
held back by the ideas of the twenties as 
applied to the problems of the sixties... 
I see a state which says to the few seeking 
special privilege at the expense of the 
many—your day has passed in Geor- 
gia!” 

Faced with the greatest and most 
emotion-packed problem of our time, 
public education, the General Assembly 
accepted its responsibility to all the peo- 
ple of the state. The public schools will 
be kept open. | 

The significant thing is that the leg- 
islators did not panic nor indulge them- 
selves in emotional orgies and hate-filled 
oratory. Good sense and sound judgment 
prevailed. 

It is not necessary to recount the good 
legislation the assembly adopted. Meas- 
ures turned down which should not have 
passed were equally noteworthy. Others 
which should have been approved were 
bypassed for now. But in a session in 
which most work was spent on the school 
crisis and budget fight, the tally sheet is 
to the good. 


The budget fight and appropriations 
tangle should result in progress in han- 
dling state funds and programs. Certain- 
ly we all learned that in running a busi- 
ness which spends more than half-a-bil- 
lion dollars annually, solvency demands 
more careful planning. The “ifs” left by 
this legislature concern the state’s abil- 
ity to foot its bills. 


Problems of the sixties indeed cannot 
be met with answers of the twenties. And 
the biggest of those problems will be that 
of fiscal solvency and responsibility.

Score a Hit and Miss 
For Fulton Grand Jury 


The recent Fulton County Grand Jury 
had the right intention but suggested the 
wrong method in an area of court reform. 


Furnishing the criminal record of each 
defendant to trial juries, as recom- 
mended by the grand jury, would not be 
in the best interest of justice. 


Although urging that legislation to 
that effect be enacted the grand jury it- 
self went on. to say it was cognizant of 
the feeling of many that to provide such 
information might tend to prejudice the 
case at hand. 


A far better solution, one that has 
been recommended by numerous grand 
juries, is for the judge—with the past 
record of the defendant before him—to 
set the sentence after guilt is established 
by the trial jury. 

One thing, though, that the grand jury 
was quite right on had to do with ap- 
pointment of special deputies. It called 
attention to the fact, as did the Septem- 
ber-October grand jury, that gun carry- 
ing licenses may be obtained from the 
county ordinary. Why, then, should the

sheriff have a long list of special depu- 
ties, some of whom the grand jury said 
it believed are appointed merely because 
they profess a need to carry a pistol? 

As the jury said, unjustifiable ap- 
pointments tend to lessen respect for pro- 
fessional law enforcement officers. More 
specific criteria, established by law, for 
granting special deputies’ commissions 
would be welcome.

This Would Make You 
A Revolving Taxpayer 


The talk of turning an old Rural Roads 
Authority bond issue into an eternal 
fountain of money smacks of fiscal 
quackery and ought to be stopped before 
it gets serious. 


Some consideration actually is. being 
given to making the $100 million bond 
program born of the Griffin administra- 
tion into a “revolving fund.” For instance, 
some $4 million of those bonds have now 
been paid off; and instead of paying off 
the rest and asking the people if they 
want to shoulder another bond issue, the 
idea now is to sell another $4 million 
worth and bring the debt back up to $100 
million with no idea of ever paying our 
way out of debt. 


This would set a sorry precedent. We 
might never pay off another bond issue 
in Georgia. A bond issue would simply 
become a pork barrel in perpetuity. 


Even good things must end sometime, 
and the Rural Roads Authority was a bad 
thing—so bad that Sen. Carl Sanders even 
now is talking about burdening the state- 
wide taxpayer with the cost of maintain- 
ing the bond-built roads, which were built 
with the clear understanding that counties 
receiving them would maintain them with 
county taxes. 


If the first $100 million built roads 
that can’t be kept up, it’s mighty poor 
planning to build more of the same on the 
specious theory that a bond program, once 
launched, need never end. 


When the people shouldered this spe- 
cific debt they assumed the amount 
stated was the amount owed, It would 
not sit well with them to be told now 
that, by some retroactive hankypanky, 
they have signed an open-end note for 
perpetual spending by whole generations 
of politicians to come.

U.N. Session Opens 


In Crisis Atmosphere 


The U.N. General Assembly begins 
its 15th regular session this afternoon. It 
comes at a time when the agency is under 
heavy fire from the Communists, a tac- 
tic which is apt to occupy much time and 
news space in the months ahead. 


The debate, of course, will center on 
the Congo from the very first day. This is 
the question which Khrushchev has de- 
cided can be the most disruptive and di- 
visive. It must be faced and the U.N. 
course in this African land reaffirmed. 
The decision reached could decide the fu- 
ture of Africa and of the United Nations 
itself. 


There will be other issues on the agen- 
da, including Hungary and Tibet, which 
should serve as object lessons to the 
emerging states of Africa and Asia. Dis- 
armament is a perennial question. Up for 
discussion and action are proposed in- 
creases in membership of the Security 
Council and.of the Economic and Social 
Council, peaceful use of outer space. 
Pressures will be felt for admission of 
Red China to the U.N. Laos could become 
a crisis point for international action. 


As for the agency itself, approval of 
Soviet proposals to change it would re- 
duce it to impotence. Survival of this 
experiment in international cooperation 
to secure the peace is at stake. Adlai 
Stevenson, articulate and eloquent rep- 
resentative of the United States, fully 
understands and will make a gallant fight 
to strengthen, not weaken, it.

The Ken- 
nedy administration is preparing to attack the basic problem of 
this country’s unsatisfactory economic growth by help to business 


where it counts—in taxes. 

Its plan to give tax relief for 
expansion and modernization of 
American industry lies, in fact, 
at the heart of its whole econom- 
ic program. This will be shown 
beyond doubt in the recommen- 
dations, now being prepared, 
which will be sent to Congress in 
the President’s tax message late 
this month. 

Tax write-offs for updating our 
industrial plant will be demanded 
in the face of gathering opposi- 
tion from two groups which did 
much to elect the President, the 
labor leaders and the ultra-lib- 
eral Democrats. 

The thing, moreover, is not to 
be sloganed through on the mere 
claim that it would ease the cur- 
rent recession. The administra- 
tion is prepared to say frankly 
that while tax relief of this sort 
might be helpful in this short- 
term connection, it might not be. 
For, actually, the administration, 
while resolved to take all needed 
shot-in-the-arm measures here, is 
quite confident that an upturn 
will soon arrive. 

And it probably will arrive be- 
fore any new tax relief could 
really be felt. The current slug- 
gishness is not the bedrock con- 
cern and never was. 

This bedrock concern is to im- 
prove the whole competitive po- 
sition of American enterprise in 
the world’s markets. This can 


only be done, it is felt, by sharp 
improvements in our industrial 
machine, It is costing our busi- 
ness people more to make things 
than it ought to be costing. 

Several of our world trade 
rivals, notably the West Ger- 
mans, have more modern indus- 
trial facilities than ours for the 
simple reason that after the 
devastation of the second World 
War they had to start again from 
the ground up. 

Once our world competitive 
situation is improved, nearly 
every present economic. problem 
—including the unduly large 
amount of American money which 
goes abroad and stays—will be 
on the way to solution. 

This kind of. thinking within the 
administration is improving the 
climate between the White House 
and business. By and large, of 
course, business did not support 
the President last year, and 
probably won't next time. But 
the businessmen are increas- 
ingly of a mind to give him a 
full chance m the meantime, for 
two fundamental reasons. 

One is that he has now wholly 
proved that he never had any 
intention of restoring any Roose- 
velt New Deal. The other is that 
in his economic program he is 
demonstrably not so much in- 
terested in partisanship as in per-

Peace Corps to Get 


Draft Deferments 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Young men accepted by 
President Kennedy’s Peace Corps probably will be given 
draft deferments for the length of their peace corps 
duty, Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, chief of Selective Service, 


said Monday. 


Barring some new military cri- 
sis, he said, they probably will be 
able to get further deferments 
after completing their Peace 
Corps assignments if they remain 
in some work or study “in the 
national interest.” 


He said this was not a flat 
commitment, but merely his esti- 
mate of the course selective serv- 
ice probably would follow. 


Hershey made his statement 
after Peace Corps director Sar- 
gent Shriver told a news confer- 
ence the draft chief had empha- 
sized to him that there would be 
no automatic draft exemption. 

Shriver agreed with Hershey 
that a volunteer would have to 
do useful work to get a further 
deferment after his two-year hitch 
in the Peace Corps. 


“If he became a beachcomber 
or something,”’ Shriver said, “‘it 
might be a different matter.” 

Meanwhile, Shriver said 10 or 
12 countries in Africa, Asia and 
Latin America already have in- 
formally expressed interest in 
having Peace Corps contingents 
sent to them. The Peace Corps 
office, he added, received between 
3.500 and 4,500 inquiries about 
membership Monday alone.

‘ SITUATION SHOWCASE 


“Of course we work closely 
fea our board of education,” a 
ve chapter president said, 
‘but we do so to better under- 
stand the problems that apply to 
the school. No member of the 
school board or any superin- 
tendent has ever issued us any 
orders. If they did, we would 
* listen, but not necessarily abide 
by them.” 


But another mother added that 
she’s never known her group to 
go against the wishes of the 
superintendent. However, she 
could recall no particular inci- 
dents to showcase such a situa- 
tion. 

WENT ALONG 

“Tt was usually a matter of 
policy, not projects,” she ex- 
Dlained. ‘‘The members seemed 
to feel we couldn’t exist as an 
organization if we didn’t agree 
with the policies of the school 
superintendent and the board of 
‘education. Usually, we just 
went along with whatever was 
euggested from those sources.”’ 


‘In doing so, a local leader 
observed, the mothers were defi- 
nitely in the wrong. And if the 


_-——- — 


results were not pleasing to the 
patrons, it was their own fault. 


“If there are numerous com- 
plaints from membets about 
outside sources of 
she continued, “‘it should be dis- 
cussed at the meetings. When- 
ever there is any doubt about 
any action of the organization, 
it is open to discussion. If 
members don't agree, it should 
be brought out. Instead of com- 
plaining to the newspapers, why 
don’t these mothers take their 
gripes to their PTA?” 


In self-defense a complaining 
mother said such a move is 
unwise. ' 


“Once you even question the 
motives of the PTA,” she main- 
tained, “‘you are calling atten- 
tion to yourself as a trouble- 
maker, or as a person who real- 
ly doesn’t give a hoot about the 
welfare of the children. If you 
disagree, you are supposed to do 
so quietly, and unofficially.” 


INDIVIDUAL FEELING 

Here again, it is a question 
of individual feelings, according 
to at least a dozen mothers in 
the Atlanta area. One added 
that lack of education within the 
membership may account for 
such discontent with PTA poli- 
cies in some areas. 


“The PTA,” she declared, ‘‘is 
primarily an educational organ- 
ization, particularly parent edu- 
cation.
